VIRGINIA STRIKE 


Union Votes To End 
4-Month-Old Walkout. 
Ask Mill Management 
Acceptance of Action. 


DANVILLE, Va., Jan 29.—(4)— 
Virginia's first major industrial con- 
flict, the four-month-old 


union workers in the Riverside and 
Dan River cotton mills, ended today 
by a vote of the workers themselves. 

There was apparently no negotia- 
tions between the unlon executives 
and the mill management but Francis 
J. Gorman, vice president of the 
United Textile Workers, in a prepared 
statement, said recent statements and 
actions of the mill management indi- 
cated there would be no discrimina- 
tions against union workers, Gor- 
man said a belief that such discrimi- 
nation did exist ee the walk- 
out last September 2 

“This action is i voluntarily 
by the union with the hope on their 
part that the mill management will 


accept it as a measure of confidence | 
and trust which in time may become | 


mutual and enable employer and em- 
ploye to view their problems eye to 
eye.” Gorman said. 

C. S. Garrison, publicity and pub- 
lic relations representative of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
he understood that the mill could re- 
employ immediately from 800 to 1,000 
of the strikers and that others could 
be added when machinery was pre- 
pared. He said the workers would 
immediately apply for reinstatement. 

H. R. Fitzgerald, president of the 
cotton mills, steadfastly refused to 
meet in conference with representa- 
tives of the union, and maintained a 
policy of silence after his message, 

“there is nothing to mediate,” to 
Gevernor Pollard feur days after the 
strike. began.

ALABAMANS CLASH 


UN SENATE FLOOR 


Heflin Lauds Himself 
and Black Tells Senate 
It Is Not True.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Listen- 
ing with rapt attention the senate 
sat through more than three hours 
of dramatic: comedy today as two 
spirited antagonists from Alabama, 
Senator J. Thomas Heflin and Sena- 
tor Hugo Black, hurled charges and 
recriminations against each other in 
a manner not heard often in the 
chamber since the days of “Pitchfork” 
Ben Tillman, South ~ Carolina fire- 
brand of another generation. 


So good was the show that not a 
single member left the chamber and 
seats that usyally stand out in glar- 
ing emptiness blossomed with con- 
tented occupants. The versal combat 
between the two Alabama senators, 
growing out of the refusal of Black 
to support charges of fraud hurled by 
Heflin in connection with the latter's 
defeat at the hands of John H. Bank- 
head in the recent November elec- 
tions, produced one of those deviations 
from the ordinary doldrums of debate 
that bring a full attendance to the 
senate. 

Brings Up Reconstruction. 

Launching his battle to retain his 
seat, Senator Heflin, a “lame duck,” 
precipitated the yiyrotechnics when 
he criticised his colleague for sit- 
ting by in silence while charges of 
fraud and terruption in the Alabama 
election were made in his presence. 

Breaking into the Heflin speech, 
the junior Alabama senator denounced 
scathingly the implication that elee- 
tion holders of his state were guilty 
of the things Heflin pamed. Repub- 
licans and democrats alike sat with 
smiles wreathing their faces as Black 
denounced Heflin for seeking a federal 
investigation of the election. Such an 
inquiry, he shouted, was designed only 
to bring about a repetition of the old

With General Smedley D. Butler 
of the United States Marine Corps 
facing court-martial because of 4 
story he told in a Philadelphia speech 
which, on Thursday, brought an 
apology from the American govern- 
ment to the Italian premier, S. Rus- 
sell Bridges, of Atlanta, Thursday dis- 
closed that he was among a small 
group present in New York, last No- 
vember, when the story which has 
since precipitated an international 
problem was first told. 

The story alleged that Premier Mus- 
solini, while driving his own automo- 
bile in Italy, had run over a small 
child and had not stopped nor slack- 
ened his machine to see to the injured 
or dead child. It was told, said Mr. 
Bridges, by Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., 
in the presence of General Butler and 
a group of Alkahest Lyceum man- 
agers. Mr. Bridges is manager of the 
Southern Alkahest bureau with offices 
here. 

Mr. Bridges said that the incident, 
as told by Vanderbilt, occurred while 
| Mussolini and Vanderbilt were riding 
alone in the premier’s car. After the 
child was run over, Mr. Vanderbilt 
said, he started up and looked back 
to see what had happened, whereupon 
Mussolini, driving straight ahead, said 
“Mr. Vanderbilt, it is a rule of my life 
never to look backwards, I always 
look ahead.”

Pimns of citizens of McIntosh coun- 
ty to regain from the federal govern- 
ment ownership of Blackbeard island, 
traditional rendezvous of the notorious 
pirate of colonial days, moved a step 
further forward Thursday when the 
Georgia house of representatives unan- 
imously adopted a resolytion asking 
congress to transfer the property back 
to its original holders. 

The resolution, introduced in the 
lower chamber of the aspembly by 
Representative H. G. Atwood, of Mc- 
Intosh county, seeks to have the Unit- 
ed States surrender the deed to the 
historic island to McIntosh county for 


transform it into a summer beach re- 
sort and public recreational park for 
citizens of Georgia. 

It is the ultimate aim of the county, 
proponents of the resolution explained, 
to convert the seven-mile stretch of 
beautiful beach, together with its ele- 
vated wooded sections, into one of the 
finest natural resorts along the At- 
lantic coast. It would be a_ public 
reservation, principally for residents 
of Georgia, and commissioners of Mc- 
Intosh county would serve as admin- 
istrators, acting in the capacity of 
trustees. 


Resolution Text. 


The resolution, which has _ been 
transmitted to the state senate, read 
as follows: 

“Whereas, Blackbeard island, com- 
prising about 1,600 acres, located in 
McIntosh county, Georgia, was ac-

“Whereas, it has a beach about

In this conversation the British of- 
ficial declared: 

The European allies and Amer- 
ica are not fighting for the same 
thing. Mr. Wilson thinks a great 
deal more of his ideas of people 
governing themselves, of a friend- 
ly working arrangement among 
all the great powers after the 
war, than be does of territorial 
or specific things going to this or 
that country. What he wants is 
to smash the German military 
power and have a_ society of 
democratic nations afterwards. 
But to England, France and It- 
aly these things are phrases, use- 
ful perhaps, but of secondary in- 
terest. , 

Sngland wants to maintain her 
colonial possessions, to keep her 
position on the sea, and her com- 
mercial peace in the world. We 
know what France wants—Al- 
sace Lorraine, as indemnity and 
security for the future. Italy has 
definite territorial claims. Thus 
the governments of these coun- 
tries think a great deal about 
what they want for themselves 
and less about ideals, unless these 
ideals are incidental to success. 
So there is no clear unity among 
the allies in Europe and Amer- 
ica.

-accorded a candidate. 
— On December 16, 1869, he and Miss

Ambrose was the daughter of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. Washington Ambrose. 
They celebrated their sixtieth anni- 
versary last year. 

Major Simmons took much interest 
in politics, both local and national, 
he being an uncompromising democrat 
and fought hard for their principles. 
In his eighty-ninth year, during the 
1/1928 campai:: for president, he was 
active in behalf of the democratic 
| ticket. 

He was interested in sports, listen- 
ing to all of the baseball games dur- 
‘ing the summer that were broadcast. 
He was also fond of football and was 
propped in bed to listen in on the 
‘game the day that Georgia beat New 
| York University. 

For 32 years Major Simmons served 
as trustee of the University of Geor- 
gia and was also trustee of Georgia 
Tech for 12 years. His advancing 
'vears made it necessary for him to 
resign, he informed the governor in 
1927. at which time he was the sen- 
ior member of the board. He suc- 
ceeded the late United States Senator 
H. V. M. Miller on the board.

Research Director Says Children 1 


Annoy Parents in 2,124 Ways 


BY W. J. DAVIS. 

ATHENS, Ga. Jan. 29. 

There are 2,124 ways in which chil- 
dren annoy parents. 

Dr. Mandel Sherman, director of 
the child research center, Washing- 
ton, D. C., made that statement here 
Thursday before the 24th annual 
farmers’ week and marketing confer- 
ence at the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture. 

Dr. Sherman said a survey was 
made by 32 parents, who were asked 
to keep account of the ways in which 
their children annoyed them. They 
carried small notebooks around with 
them and kept a record each day of 
the week. 


The greatest number of annoyances, 
Dr. Sherman said, were caused 


| disobedience, but all sorts of eondi- 


tions were put down as annoying. 
Some parents were annoyed because 
their children were too slow, others 


| because they were too quick or alert. 


few parents were annoyed because 
the children were not neat, while oth- 
ers were disturbed by their primping. 


“The results,” Dr. Sherman said, 
“showed that the attitudes of the par- 
ents, their emotions at a given time, 
and their feelings of well-being af- 
fected greatly the kind and number 
of annoyances with their children.” 

Dr. Sherman was discussing “edu- 
cation for parenthood.” He said the 
problem of personal welfare and of 
happiness can be solved by properly 
preparing the youth for life—and edu- 
cation for parenthood can do much in 
this respect. 

“The human element is the most im- 
portant in the analysis of any indus- 
or occupational problem,” he 
said, “if the person is not advancing, 
if he is not sharing equally with oth- 
ers, if he is not happy in his work

A sensation was caused in Germany 
by an article in the “Allgemeine Zei- 
tung” written by the celebrated his- 
torian Professor J. Haller, who stated 
that Germany's foreign policy for 
years was dictated by a husband’s 
fear of social scandal. The husband 
was Chancellor Prince von Bulow. The 
story is sec sentimental as to be pa- 


thetic. Princess Bulow, who was born 
Princess Maria Camporeale was a 


highly accomplished pianist and pupil 
of Liszt. A pianoforte virtuoso of 
those days, Karl Tausig, appears to 
have adored her as the young Countess 
Donhoff. 

Later this first marriage was an- 
nulled by the Vatican, to enable Prin- 
cess Maria to marry von Bulow. The 


pianist wrote her a number of pas- 
sionately devoted letters, which were 
placed by the object of his affections 
in a little inlaid box with a lock to it. 
The box was not hidden away, but dis- 
played after the princess’ second mar- 
riage to von Bulow, much as a shrine 
containing a reliquary might be ap- 
parent to all eves. 

In any case, Germany's bogey-man, 
and master intriguer, Geheimrat Hol- 
stein of the foreign office, was fas- 
cinated by anything which anybody 
else appeared to have an interest in 
keeping under lock and key. He ob- 
tained possession of the little shrine, 
opened it, removed the contents, and 
had it placed back again in its orig- 
inal position. When the romantic 
princess went to look once more upon 
a tender memory of the past—Bulow 
himself says what a pity it was he 
had no ear at all for music—it is 
quite evident that she was deeply 
shocked, but she told her husband of 
the loss.

His letter in reply was before 
the secretary and other high navy 
and marine officers today. They talk- 
el of it behind closed doors. It was 
not made public afterwards, The navy 
secretary commented, however, that 
it was fair to assume that Butler 
said he had not been misquoted. 

The marine general returned to 
Quantico last night from Philadelphia. 
Callers were told that “General But- 
ler is not receiving visitors today.”

The speech was only a few hours 
old before it had involved two govern- 
ments and famous men of two coun- 
tries. Its ramifications extended west- 
ward to Phoenix, Ariz.

The news of General Butler’s Phila- 
delphia speech caused high indigna- 
tion, although the published comments 
were not violent, in the main. The 
speech was not published at the out- 
set, nor did the Italian press com- 
ment until the matter had been in- 
vestigated and a protest registered 
through the Italian embassy in Wash- 
ington. 

Colonel Stimson’s apology was 
published in extra editions of the 
evening newspapers, and an almost 
distinct sigh of relief was audible in 
diplomatie quarters. The feeling now 
is that the United States has can- 
celled the original unpleasant impres- 
sion.

So Oscar went to New York and was taken in hand by | 
Paddy Sullivan. And about 1899 he was matched with Terry | 
McGovern, then champion, in Chicago. The bell rang for the | 
first round: and the Omaha Kid came out swinging. Down went} 
Terrible Terry in a heap. The referee, however, did not forget | 
it was the champion in the resin, and he counted very slowly. 
He had reached eight when the bell rang. 

The timekeepex at the ringside had noted 14 seconds 

on his watch. In vain the handlers of Gardner pro- 

tested, but the referee was the boss in those brave days. 

McGovern went on and was given the decision. You had 

to kill the champion to win in 1899.

AUL WANER, big poison of the Pittsburgh Pirates, is one of baseball’s 
keenest students. Paul and Max Carey mix up golf and fishing at 
Miami Beach every day, and it was during a round of golf that Waner 
explained his system of ending a hitting slump. 

“When you're not hitting,” the Pirate star explained, “‘the 
chances are that you are either cutting under the ball or hitting 
it on top. I’ve found the best way to break up either of these 
two faults is to pick out the pitcher’s belt as a target and try to 
hit one at this spot on a dead line. This helps to keep the shoul- 
ders level and in the right plane. It prevents dipping the right or 
left shoulder and gives the batter a firmer grip on the center of 
the ball.’’ 

1 asked Waner if he thought most good hitters were natural batsmen 
or developed through the study of correct form. 

“I suppose one has to have a certain knack to start with,” he 
said, “but the study of fundamentals is also necessary. There 
never was a keener student of form than Ty Cobb, who kept some 
old-timer on the bench to watch any mistakes he was making 
during a slump. I believe the big part of baseball and golf is a 
matter of waiting on the blow or swing. I know when I am hitting 
well I seem to be hitting late, never in a hurry.” 

Which recalls the statement from Frank Schulte that he hit most of 
his home runs out of the catcher’s glove. 


THE WAY IT GOES. 
AX CAREY, another winter resident of Florida, has drawn one of 
the toughest breaks in baseball. Two years ago Carey was ap- 
pointed base-running coach of the Dodgers.

bases. Yet in 1929, under Carey’s direction, the Dodgers led the Na- 
tional league in stolen bases.

With a record of two years of league leadership in his chosen 
field, Carey is now out of baseball. There have been no smarter 
base-runners than the fleet-footed outfielder who could get the 
jump on any pitcher or catcher he ever worked against. And 


there has been no finer character in the game. 
The wonder is that some ball club doesn’t grab off an expert who 
is an expert, unless they all figure that only home runs are now impor- 
tant. It would be difficult to find a better all-around instructor for 
young talent heading south in the next few weeks.

Hope of saving from $50,000 to: 
$100,000 ‘a year through economies in 
operation of the garage department 
of the borough government was 
dimmed Thursday night after a four-
